Taft contended that the landing of United States troops in Iceland 
was an act "exactly equivalent to aggressive war" and one which 
the President had no right to take without authority from congress.

IGURING la 2* times 47 to got the ares of a 
building In square feet. only then it Is pointed 
out that in order to get to firs' bag* It will be 
necessary to know the cubic content of the build­ 
ing. which calls for multiplying 23 times 47 by the 
height. 
This turns out to he 9 fept and 7 inches which 
promises to present a certain amount of complica­ 
tion. but for the sake of convenience an Inch may 
as well be knocked off. which leaves fi inches, or 
9J feet. 
While knocking off odd figures here ajid ’here 
and in view of the fact that approximate figure* 
only are required, perhaps the building should be 
called 25 times 50. 
Now it looks as though the problem were be- 
ginning to get somewhere. But it must not be over­ 
looked that the purpose of getting the cubic con­ 
tent of the building Is not to discover the actual 
cubic content but merely as a basis for finding out 
what the cubic content would be lf one were to 
start hauling dirt into part of It. 
T his does not mean filling all of it with dirt, 
but merely filling part of it.
